He doesn't stop to consider that if he falls 
to activate his thouRhts through public ex- 
pres.^lon, personal persuasion or political In- 
fluence, hU thlnkinc nvalLs him little or 
nothing. Mumbling to himself, griping to his 
Immediate friends, and all that sort of thing 
are Juat*o much wasted time and energy. 

In fact, these Individuals are largely to 
blame for those conditions which weaken 
our government. It'.s their Inactivity and un- 
concern that make It po.s.slblo for the second- 
rateri to run the .ihow. 

On the other hand, tho.sc millions of gov- 
ernment employes who feel their political 
obligations must seal their lips to any open 
and frank dlscus-slon of l.isucs having to do 
with our political and national welfare, are 
demonstrating a trend that would make a 
mockery of ouch guarantees as freedom of 
apeech. 

All this, we believe, should be conducive to 
aerlous thought. No true American — buslnes.s 
man, professional man. or any of those who 
get their Jobs through' political patronage— 
should forego his rights, or responsibilities, m 
a citizen'.
